Succumb to Injuries Re- 
ceived in Gasoline Fire. 


Mr. and Mrs. W. T. Tarrant Jr., of 
461 Calhoun street, N. W., who were 


burned Sunday when their car skidded 
into a filling station and caught fire 
after striking a parked car, died with- 
in 12 hours of each other Monday at 
Grad, hospital, and L. F. Green, of 
Center Hill, was in the hospital in a 
serious condition as a result of the 
same accident.

DIES AT HOSPITAL 


Noted Educator Was 
NRA Compliance Head 
Since January. 


Dr. Andrew M. Soule, 62, of Athens, 
state director for Georgia of the Na- 
tional Emergency Council and state 
NRA compliance director, and former 


president of the State College of Agri- 
culture for 26 years, died Monday 
night at the Crawford W. Long Me- 
morial hospital after a valiant battle 
against pneumonia which developed 
following a major operation performed 
two months ago. 

Dr. Soule had scarcely. taken up his 
duties in the important federal’ post 
before being stricken and forced to 
the hospital for an operation which 
was said to have been ,brought on 
through overwork and strain in get- 
ting his federal work started smoothly. 

he veteran agricultural educator, 
one of the best known men in that 
line in the United States until he 
resigned last year in the general shift 
of the state’s system of higher learn- 
ing, was one of the most popular men 
in the state.,

He spent 
a short time in Washington to get 
the activities under way, and a com- 
bination of bad weather and long, 
hard hours of work brought on an 
illness which. kept him to his home 
in Athens for a while after his return 
to Georgia.

BOSCOBEL, Wis., April 16.—(#) 
Former United States Senator John 
J. Blaine, a member of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation board, 
died at his home here tonight after 
a week's illness.

Blaine, who was defeated for re- 
election to the United States senate 
in 1932, was stricken with bronchial] 
pneumonia April 8. 

After steady improvement in his 
condition had been noted for several 
days by attending physicians, he suf-

The following statement was made 
at the White House: 

“In conversation with Senators Me- 
Kellar and Black and Congressman 
Mead, the president suggested that in 
connection with pending aviation legis- 
lation, it should be borne in mind that 
the United States has had no broad 
aviation policy; that a large number 
of inter-related factors enter into the 
general subject of civilian and military 
flying and their subdivisions into ma- 
terial, personnel, manufacturing and 
experimentation. 

“That in view of the lack of and

snowy white, sparsely spotted with 
neat black dots. On the tail, the dots 
are without such definite margins, ap- 
pearing as small clouds of gray with 
a black spot at the center. They 
are most attractive and have the most 
complex life cycle of any amphibain 
1 had the pleasure of seeing 
yet. 

I saw a lake near Onteora in the 
Catskill mountains last year that was 
alive with newts and thickly crammed 
with leeches. I had no rubber boots 
and the leeches looked hungry, so I 
caught one specimen from the bank. 
I am after some live ones now to keep 
in a tank.

WASHINGTON, April 16. - 
Despite the opposition of administra- 
tion leaders to any broad silver legis- 
lation at this session, silver advocates 
in the house and senate agreed today 
to put their weight behind pending 
bills to rehabilitate the metal. 

The limit the administration would 
be willing to go, some leaders indi- 


cated, would be passage of the Dies 
silver-farm relief bill with a modifica- 
tion of the provision for a 25 per cent 
premium on the metal received in ex- 
change of surplus agriculture com- 
modit ies. 

An amendment to make this ex- 
change discretionary probably would 
be approved by administration leaders, 
it was indicated. 

Speaker Rainey told newspapermen 
today that silver legislation was not 
included in the administration pro- 
gram for this session. At the same 
time the special sevate silver commit- 
tee decided immediate passage of 
monetary legislation was necessary and 
urged the use of silver as a primary 
money. 

Silver advocates in the house, in- 
cluding Representative Martin, demo- 
crat, Colorado, said they believe silver 
sentiment was growing to such an 
extent that it could not be stoppe:l. 
r of administration opposi- 
ion. 

One silver state representative who 
did not want his name used said he 
believed a silver rehabilitation meas- 
ure could be passed in the house, even 
over a veto. 

Senator King, democrat, Utah, 
chairman of the special senate silver 
committee, said he planned an early 
conference with the president to dis- 
cuss silver and monetary, legisigtion. 
The senator said members of his com- 
mittee had “the unanimous view that 
silver must be lifted from its status as 
a commodity and made a primary 
money.” 

“In view of the fact a measure is 
already on the senate calendar which 
deals with the silver question, the 
committee believed an effort should 
be made for its early consideration,” 
King said. 

The senate agriculture committee 
has reported favorably the Die silver- 
farm relief bill. In addition to provid- 
ing for exchange of American agricul- 
ture surpluses for silver at a premium 
of from 10 to 25 per cent above the 
world price, it carries the Thomas 
plan for nationalization of the metal 
and the Wheeler government purchase 
program. 

‘The measure has for its objective 
the restoration of 1926 price levels 
and increasing the value of silver 20 
$1.29 per ounce. It provides for the 
issuance of silver certificates against 
the metal to which the treasury would 
take title, as well as against the sil- 
ver purchased in the world market or 
received for agricultural commodities.

Governor Smith. 

‘Double Dealing.” 

“With very many of our people 
the principal objection to Governor 
Smith is his shameless outspoken policy 
of double-dealing: namely, the effort 
to secure the electoral votes of north- 
ern and southern states by the drastic 
proposals concerning the modification 
of the prohibition law, and his insult- 
ing intimations that the dry senti- 
ment in the southern states can be 
absolutely ignored, because the south 
is so narrow and intolerant that south- 
ern democrats will surrender their 
moral convictions rather than to vote 
for any person who may be branded 
as a republican.”

The fault does not lie with the 
judges, who, as a rule, do every- 
thing in their power to speed up 
the hearing of cases before them, 
but rather with the mass of tech- 
nicalities with which our rules gov- 
erning court procedure are bur- 
dened. 

Attorneys for guilty men are 
quick to avail themselves of these 
technical loopholes in order to 
postpone their client’s punishment, 
or, as frequently occurs, to keep a 
case going from one court to an- 
other until finally acquittal is gained 
through the disappearance or death 
of vital witnesses. 

No better service to the state can 
be rendered than for the Georgia 
Bar Association to bring about the 
reforms in court procedure neces-

Poland Next? 

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Wilno, Poland, reports the following: 
“Apparently a wave of anti-Semitism, 
emanating from Germany, is spread- 
ing east into Poland and is bringing 
the government serious problems. 

“Mutual interests unite. Germany 
and Poland,” said the Berlin news 
paper Deutsche Zeitung, and went on 
to say: “Because Poland knows the 
Jews and their menace from own ex- 
perience. Poles have more understand- 
ing for nazi Germany and her stand- 
ing toward the Jews than any other 
nation having a smaller Jewish popu- 
lation.” Increasing anti-Semitism, goes 
on the Associated Press story, is pre- 
dicted by the Wilno newspaper Slowo. 
which asserted that there were “very 
unfavorable conditions for the devei- 
opment of Jewdom in Poland.” 

“The Jewish population of 3,000.- 
000 is a menace to the racial signifi- 
cance of Poland,” said the paper. Yet. 
having no solution to offer to the 
problem, Slowo bitterly complains that 
75 per cent of Polish trade is in Jew- 
ish hands. 

“Arts, science, literature and the 
theaters in Poland are being swamp- 
ed by the Jews,” it says. Although 
the Polish government is trying its 
best to protect the Jewish population 
as a minority, a silent but embit- 
tered campaign is being conducted by 
the anti-Semitic national democrats 
against Jewish shop owners in War- 


saw. ; 
That’s the dispatch. I have been 
to Poland seven times since 1926. I 
have never in my life seen human be- 
ings so miserably destitute and so ut- 
terly reduced to a state scarcely to 
be dignified with the name of human 
as that of the Polish Jews. The sit- 
uation is incredible. But here they 
come and tell the world Jews are 
monopolizing business. Well, even if 
it were true—and it is a colossal lie 
—eren if it were true, are the Jews 
as citizens of the Polish republic en- 
titled to do business or not? What 
is all this false propaganda? Are the 
Jews citizens of the lands in which 
they dwell or are they not? If art 
and the sciences are in the hands of 
the Jews. why is it so? Where are 
the Polish scientists and the Polish 
artists? Don’t they exist? Or is this 
another case of second and third rate 
scientists and artists being jealous 
and lacking the intellectual honesty 
to admit their inferiority? 

All arguments are without avail. 
The Jews will undergo the same fate 
in Poland as they did in Germany. 
The scandal goes on. We don’t seem 
to be able to behave as Christians 
should. But if the scandal must go 
on. why not give the Jews Palestine?

SOUND AND DREAMLESS 
SLEEP. 

Did you ever have your dream wak- 
ing? It is a fine pastime and diver- 
sion studying one’s own dream. In 
order to do the trick you have to 
practice many nights first. You must 
deliberately spy on yourself from the 
moment you finish your belly breath- 
ing until consciousness drifts into the 
twilight. What you can snateh in 
that fleeting moment is all you'll ever 
know about your own dreamland. 

reaming is physiological. Dream- 
less sleep does not occur except in 
grave illness or injury in which there 
is total loss of consciousness, called 
coma. If you are disturbed by your 
dreams or if you recall them vividly 
on waking, that indicates that your 
sleep was too shallow, or that some- 
thing interfered with sound sleep. 

Many things prevent sound sleep, 
perhaps most of them trivial or un- 
necessary. Of the bodily ailments that 
disturb sleep oddly enough only’ a 
minority are diseases or derangements 
of the nervous system; everyday 
physical ailments are the usual cause 
of poor sleep. Here is the first les- 
son for the insomnophobe or for that 
matter the plain poor sleeper to learn 
—that sleeplessness is neither a sign 
nor a cause of nervous or mental de- 
rangement.

Poland Next? 

An Associated Press dispatch from 
Wilno, Poland, reports the following: 
“Apparently a wave of anti-Semitism, 
emanating from Germany, is spread- 
ing east into Poland and is bringing 
the government serious problems. 

Mutual interests unite Germany 
and Poland,” said the Berlin news- 
paper Deutsche Zeitung, and went on 
to say: “Because Poland knows the 
Jews and their menace from own ex- 
perience. Poles have more understand- 
ing for nazi Germany and her stand- 
ing toward the Jews than any other 
nation having a smaller Jewish popu- 
lation.” Increasing anti-Semitism, goes 
on the Associated Press story, is pre- 
dicted by the Wilno newspaper Slowo. 
which asserted that there were “very 
unfavorable conditions for the devei- 
opment of Jewdom in Poland.” 

“The Jewish population of 3,000.- 
000 is a menace to the racial signifi- 
cance of Poland,” said the paper. Yet, 
having no solution to offer to the 
problem, Slowo bitterly complains that 
75 per cent of Polish trade is in Jew- 
ish hands. 

“Arts, science, literature and the 
theaters in Poland are being swamp- 
ed by the Jews,” it says. Although 
the Polish government is trying its 
best to protect the Jewish population 
as a minority, a silent but embit- 
tered campaign is being conducted by 
the anti-Semitic national democrats 
against Jewish shop owners in War- 


saw. , 

That's the dispatch. I have been 
to Poland seven times since 1926. 
have never in my life seen human be- 
ings so miserably destitute and so ut- 
terly reduced to a state scarcely to 
be dignified with the name of human 
as that of the Polish Jews. The sit- 
uation is incredible. But here they 
come and tell the world Jews are 
monopolizing business. Well, even if 
it were true—and it is a colossal lie 
—even if it were true, are the Jews 
as citizens of the Polish republic en- 
titled to do business or not? What 
is all this false propaganda? Are the 
Jews citizens of the lands in which 
they dwell or are they not? If art 
and the sciences are in the hands of 
the Jews. why is it so? Where are 
the Polish scientists and the Polish 
artists? Don’t they exist? Or is this 
another case of second and third rate 
scientists and artists being jealous 
and lacking the intellectual honesty 
to admit their inferiority? 

All arguments are without avail. 
The Jews will undergo the same fate 
in Poland as they did in Germany. 
The scandal goes on. We don’t seem 
to be able to behave as Christians 
should.

The correctness of Chief Sturdi- 
vant's position that speeded up 
7— trials will wield a powerful influ- 
ence in decreasing crime is borne 
out by the crime records of Can- 
ada and other countries of the 
British Empire. British justice is 
quick and certain and there are very 
few loopholes through which guilty 
men can secure long postponement 
of just punishment. 


The resul¥ is reflected in the fact 
that during 1933 the 14 principal 
cities of Canada, with a population 
of more than 2,500,000, there were 
less than one-third the homicides 
than were committed in Atlanta 
alone. 

The fault does not lie with the 
judges, who, as a rule, do every- 
thing in their power to speed up 
the hearing of cases before them, 
but rather with the mass of tech- 
nicalities with which our rules gov- 
erning court procedure are bur- 
dened.

“She was sort of different,” he said, 
meditating: “There were possibili- 
ties. Not commonplace at all.” He 
remembered the thrill of her lips and 
the leap of her body to his. “By God, 
if I loved anyone like that nothing 
would stop me,” he thought irritably.

Nevertheless he had married and, 
though to himself, ‘n a sort of defiant 
self-justification he often proclaimed 
that he had married on- woman to 
protect himself from the rest, it was 
not true. 

It was in California in his twenty- 
fourth year, in a passing visit to the 
artist colony at Carmel, that Rance 
had met Brigette Tarney. i gay young 
divorcee who dabbled in music, art, 
and poetry, but principally in life. He 
thought he recognized an adventurous 
spirit akin to his own, impatient of 
restraint, routine, and convention.

the sentimentalization of vomen. 

The attraction that Barbara had 
exerted over him was, of course, that 
she threw him instantly out of his 
philosophy. She reminded him, in her 
eyes and the softness of ‘er voice, of 
his mother, which stirre’ instincts 
deeper than his consciousness. She 
had had the daring to seek him her- 
self, with a stark unconventionality 
which had amazed and profoundly 
stirred him. Nevertheless, when he 
had gone to see her the second time, 
he had said to himself that in tle 
cold realism of the day he vould find 
disillusionment. But the candor with 
which she had met a situation which 
to her sensitive nature must have been 
painfully embarrassing ad amazed 
him. She interested him. She had 
courage. She was a force. She had 
humor. She had an extreme sensi- 
bility that stirred his own senses. 
She stimulated his mind as she stim- 
ulated his capacities for feeling. He 
had not been entirely convinced, but 
already he had been willing to be con- 
vinced. He was certain iat she was 
in love with him, that no matter what 
happened no other comparable love 
would enter her life. Yet she had 
retreated. It was more than a decep- 
tion: it was a personal humiliation. 

Other women had retreated, looking 
back over their shoulders, but the re- 
treat of Barbara had been final. His 
pride was wounded, though he tried 
to laugh it off. He had a large share 
of that egoism which young men need 
to dare to believe in their destinies. 
It was not the egoism which required 
to be noruished on lip flattery. It 
was an ingrained, deep-seated convic- 
tion of his exceptional worth, and to 


maintain its value as a driving force 
he needed the conviction of his power 
over others. That any obstacle could 
rule superior to the love he had in- 
spiréd in Barbara was incredible. Bar- 
bara, stepping out of the inhibitions of 
years to dare all in one throw, Bar- 
bara discovered as a Cinderella, Bar- 
bara rising above all hesitation and 
timidities to seize her opportunity 
was comprehensible and natural to 
him.

MONSTERS OF THE SEA. 


II—New England’s “Sea Serpent.” 


More than a century ago, the body 
of a strange animal was cast upon the 
French coast at Havre. It was 25 
feet long. People were most inter- 
ested in the fact that they could find 
no teeth in its mouth; and they called 
it “the Toothless Whale of Havre.” 
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„ 
„Toothless Whale“ 
1825. 9 
More careful study failed to prove 
exactly what it was. It may ha ve 
been a “Sowerby whale,” with its 
small teeth hidden under the gums; or 
it may have been a basking shark, 
beaten out of shape by waves. Bask- 
ing sharks reach a length as great as 
40 feet, and have very small teeth. 

Perhaps most famed of all “sea ser- 
pents” is the one supposed to have 
been seen along the coast of New Eng- 
land in 1817. 

Dozens of persons later made sworn 
statements about the monster before a 
committee which met at Boston. Here 
is one of the statements: 

41, Amos Story, of Gloucester, de- 
pose and say that on August 10, 1817, 
I saw a strange marine animal that 
I believe to be a serpent, southward 
and eastward of Ten Pound island, in 
the harbor in said Gloucester. He 
continued in sight for an hour and a 
half. I was on the shore. about 20 
rods from him, when he was nearest 


found at Havre in 


to me. 
“His head appeared shaped much 
like the head of the sea turtle, and 


| he carried his head from 10 to 12 
inches above the surface of the water. 
.. . He moved very rapidly.” 

Another witness, Matthew Caffney, 
a ship carpenter, of Gloucester, de- 
clared that he was in a boat “within 
30 feet” of the “marine animal re- 
sembling a serpent,” and added: 

J had a good gun and took good 
aim. I aimed at his head and I think 
I must have hit him. He turned to- 
ward us, and I thought he was com- 
ing at us; but he sank down and 
went under our boat 

That was not the end of the “ser- 
pent.” If wounded, it showed no 
marks of trouble. It was reported as 
being seen, alive and well, off Cape 
Ann, and—in early October—in Long 
Island Sound. There was common 
agreement that the animal was dark 
colored, black or “chocolate brown.” 
and that it was very long—some said 
more than 100 feet. 

Two years later the Rev. Cheever 
Felch reported seeing the same mon- 
ster, or one like it. in Gloucester har- 
bor. He said that he had counted 
14 “bunches” behind the animal’s head 
—bunches like those made by a snake 
in motion. 

When we speak of the “ribbon fish” 
in a later story we may explain the 
monster which made New England 
folk gasp for breath.

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URGED FOR COTTON 


Agreements Termed Im- 
perative By Georgian at 
Greenville Parley. 


GREENVILLE, 8. C., April 16.— 
(/)—Reciprocal trade agreements are 
necessary if the United States is to 
remain a factor in competing with 
other cotton producing countries, the 
Atlantic Cotton Association was told 
today by David F. Griffin, of Savan- 
nah, president of the association. 

A probable increase of 1,000,000 
bales in production of other countries 
this year while the United States is 
preparing to further reduce its out- 
put makes it neressary, he said, that 
someone be given authority to enter 
the best reciprocal trades possible with 
other nations. 

“Neither our association nor the 
American Cotton Shippers’ Associa- 
tion have opposed the Bankhead bill. 
However, it is difficult for us to over- 
look the fact that foreign growths of 
cotton have increased since 1911 from 
7,007,000 bales to 12,166,000 bales; 
while the American cotton crop hag de- 
creased for the same period from 15, 
656,00 to 12,810,00 bales. . . Can 
we possibly survive with increasing 
tariff barriers on imparts and con- 
Btantly decreasing exports?" 

Urges F. D. R. As “Our Trader.” 

He said it was his opinion that the 
industry would fare better if it re- 
quested the president, “who would 
serve all of our people alike, to act as 
our trader.” If the authority was 
vested in congress, he said, “individual 
members would naturally have some 
particular section or class of people 
to satisfy.” 

President Griffin told the associa- 
tion, meeting in eleventh annual con- 
vention, that considerable work had 
been done on the proposed raw cotton 
code. The AAA, he said, is now wait- 
ing for the department of agriculture 
to submit a form of codified rules to 
be ineluded in the code, before meeting 
with cotton associations for final ac- 
tion, 

Renewed agitation on the subject of 
southern deliveries against New York 
contracts, he said, led directors of the 
association to take another vote of its 
membership on the matter. 

“Tt would seem our membership is 
now more in favor of southern deliv- 
eries than ever before. as the vote 
showed only two members were op- 
posed to the principle of southern de- 
delivery. However, several members 
furnished suggestions as to improv- 
ing this system of delivery.” 

Senator Smith Speaks. 

Senator Ellison D. Smith, of South 
(Caroline, chairman of the seante com- 
mittee on agriculture and forestry, 
told the association that the nation is 
on the threshold of the greatest pros- 
perity it has ever seen. 

Senator Smith had been scheduled 
to speak on the relation of the south 
to the nation, politically and economic- 
nally, changed his address at the last 
moment to discuss current events, in- 
cluding the tariff, cotton and banking. 

Others on this morning's program 
were Frank A. Lever. former congress- 
man, and David F. Griffin, president 


of the association. 

Rapping the Smoot-Hawley bill, 
which, he said, had constructed a 
tariff wall around the entire nation, 
Smith said, We must clean up this 
tariff husiness before we can have 
prosperity.” He pointed out the close 
relationship between this problem and 
cotten, and berated the practice of 
lending money to foreign nations so 
they could buy American cotton. 

Traces Pre-depression Symptoms. 

He traced pre-depression symptoms 
back ta the Coolidge “prosperity” ad- 
ministration, during which. he said, 
millions of dollars’ worth of valueless 
foreign bonds were sold to bankers. 

“That is where your money went,” 
he said. “You put it in the banks.

F PROGRESSING RAPIDLY 


Planting in Full Swing in 
Southern Section After 
Late Start. 


ATHENS, Ga. April 16.—(4)— 
Unfavorable weather in February and 
March held up farm work and the 
development of crops in Georgia, the 
state crop reporting service said to- 
day, but rapid progress has been made 


in the last days of March and the 
first part of April. 

Planting was said to be in full 
swing in the southern part of the state 
with crops up to a good stand in many 
fields and tobacco transplanting pro- 
ceeding at a rapid rate. 

The wheat crop was reported as 
looking good, with prospects of a pro- 
duction of about 788,000 bushels, 
around 47 per cent above last year’s 

000. Extreme cold weather did 
some damage to oats. 

Peaches were shown in condition 
about 74 per cent of normal, against 
a condition 57 per cent of normal at 
this time last year. The condition of 
peaches in the 10 southern producing 
states was reported as 73.7 per cent, 
compared to 47.2 a year ago, and an 
eight-year average of 70.8 

Generally, the peach crop in the 
southern states suffered but little from 
the unusually cold winter, the report 
said, and while some damage to buds 
resulted, it is generally felt that there 
are enough buds to result in a fairly 
g00d crop provided weather conditions 
from now to harvest remain favorable. 
In Georgia the continuous cold weath- 
er during February, held the crop back 
but there was little damage to buds.

IS RAINED OUT 


Interest Is l High as Base- 
ball Takes Spotlight 
This Afternoon. 


By Alan Goald. 


NEW YORK, April 16.—()—Sub- 
ject to the eaprice of spring weather, 
which ruined today’s gala opening 
scheduled in the nation’s capital, ma- 
jor league baseball will put on its 
eight-ring show tomorrow, hopeful of 
bigger and better things-for the fifty- 
ninth organized season of the great 
American sport. 

After two of the most financially 
disastrous years in the history of pro- 
fessional baseball, accompanied by 
graver problems than any since the 
costly Federal league war 20 years 
ago, all 16 big league clubs have been 
strengthened for the combined pur- 
pose of tightening the pennant races 
and recapturing public support. 

Sweeping changes have been effect- 
ed. Since last spring, eight new man- 
agers have been named, two tail-end 
clubs have been pulled out of des- 
perate straits by wealthy new owners, 
Sunday baseball has been legalized 
in Pennsylvania, a standard ball 
adopted for both big leagues and Con- 
nie Mack has sold all his champion- 
ship stars to rival teams with the ex- 
ception of Jimmie Foxx. 

185,000 EXPECTED. 

The influence of these and other 
factors calculated to stimulate inter- 
est is expected to attract approximate- 
ly 185,000 fans through the turnstiles 
tomorrow—weather permitting. It was 
stormy tonight all along the north- 
eastern seaboard but clear skies were 
forecast around New York by game 
time and the situation appeared doubt- 
ful only in Boston, where the Red 
Sox hoped to entertain the champion 
Washington Senators after being 
washed out in the capital today. Fair 
wenther prevailed in the west. 

Given more luck in the usual joust 
with old J. Pluvius, the prospects are 
that 100,000 will witness the four 
National league openers in New York, 
Brooklyn, St. Louis and Cincinnati. 
Estimates are for an aggregate at- 
tendance of 85,000 in the American 
Jeague games at Philadelphia, Boston, 
Chicago and Cleveland. 

The world champion New York 
Giants, despite an uninspiring spring 
training season, expect to open their 
campaign before the day's biggest 
crowd, upwards of 35,000 at the Polo 
Grounds, and pick up where they left 
off with their famous southpaw, Carl 
Hubbell, pitching the first game 
against the Phillies.
